(2) That the said imprisonment, detention, confinement and 
restraint are illegal and unlawful; and the illegality thereof consists 
in this, to wit: that the only color or pretext for this petitioner’s 
arrest, imprisonment, detention, confinement and restraint, is an 
alleged warrant of arrest pretended to be issued by a Magistrate in 
the State of Virginia, and the honoring of a requisition by the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, for the return of your 
petitioner to the jurisdiction of the State of Virginia. 

(3) This petitioner further says: that the said alleged 

2 warrant of arrest and other proceedings upon which the said 
requisition is honored and granted are informal, irregular 

and insufficient to authorize and empower the said United States 
Marshal to imprison, commit, confine, or restrain this petitioner of 
his liberty, and of no validity or legal force whatever. 

(4) This petitioner further alleges that the said warrant of arrest 
and the requisition are not issued in good faith, but for ulterior and 
unlawful purposes, and have no judicial force within the jurisdiction 
of this District upon which to justify the arrest of this petitioner, and 
that the warrants of arrest issued by the Supreme Court of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, are insufficient to justify the imprisonment, de¬ 
tention, confinement and restraint of this petitioner. 

(5) This petitioner further alleges that he was not within the 
jurisdiction of the demanding State at the time of the commission of 
the offenses alleged in the said requisition; that he is not a fugitive 
from justice and that if he is returned to the jurisdiction of the State 
of Virginia, he will not be accorded a fair and impartial trial under 
the laws of such State made and provided, but that the citizens of 
the County of Fairfax, State of Virginia, will do great harm and 
violence to this petitioner, and that your petitioner will suffer death 
at the hands of the enraged citizens of the said County and State 
who have heretofore armed themselves and threatened to take sum¬ 
mary action against him, disregarding the laws of the said State of 
Virginia, as well as the laws of the land. 

(fi) This petitioner further says: That for the reasons here- 

3 inbefore stated, as well as for the reasons apparent upon the 
face of the record upon which it is sought to deliver and sur¬ 
render him to the agent of the said State of Virginia, that the action 
thus sought to be taken is without authority of law and contrary to 
the provisions of the Statute in such cases made and provided. 

Wherefore, to be relieved of the said unlawful imprisonment, de¬ 
tention, confinement and restraint, and to the end that the cause of 
such imprisonment, detention, confinement and restraint may be 
inquired into, the petitioner prays that a Writ of Habeas Corpus may 
be directed and issued to the said United States Marshal in whose 
custody and keeping the petitioner now is, commanding him as by 
the law required, to have the body of your petitioner before this 
Court forthwith, or at such time and place as the Court may direct, 
to do, submit to and receive what the law may require and be con- 
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sidercd as proper and just concerning him, together with a return 
or answer at the time and true cause of petitioner’s imprisonment 
detention .confinement and restraint, and under what color or pre^ 
text the petitioner is confined and restrained of his lawful liberty and 
ha\e then and there said Writ; and that upon the return of the said 
Initcd States Marshal, and the hearing thereon, the petitioner mav 
be restored to Ins lawful liberty.

Lives at 51fi Jasper Street, Baltimore, Maryland. Knows R. 
Jackson. Recognize him in court. First saw at 510 Jasper Street 
Baltimore. Maryland on Tuesday March twenty-first 10*22. He 
came there to see about a room. After that he went to work. (R. 
p. 2). He lived in my house. He remain there until late the 
following Tuesday. During that time he went to work. He would 
leave for work at six o’clock in the morning. I rememember the 
time that he left because 1 had to get mu husband’s breakfast. No 
body came to my house inquiring about him but the officers. The 
detectives came to me and asked me if I knew a fellow by the name 
of R. Jackson, and I said yes, that he had a room. It was a de¬ 
tective from Washington. He came there and asked me if I knew 
Red Jackson. I told him yes, that he had a room (R. p. 3) there. 
He said how long had he stayed there? 1 told him. He said did 
he work. I told him that he did and that he had the second story 
back room, and he asked me if he had a pass key. and I said no, 
that the rooms are private in my house. He asked me about the 
. f the niontli I\e^l. Jackson came to my house, and 1 told him 
that he came there on the twenty-first of March and he left on the 
twenty-eighth ot March. He left my house every morning about 
six o’clock for work. He would return in the evening at five o’clock. 
I remember specifically as to the twenty-third of March. 

42 On the twenty-third of March he left there (mv house) at 
v«ix o'clock in the morning and he always came back at live 

o’clock in the evening. ( R. p. 4). He came back about live o’clock 
in the evening, and he stayed in and he washed his face and hands 
and then he went across to 518 Jasper Street for his dinner. 1 
told the detective that he (Jackson) had his meals with Mamie 
Sanders right across the Streect. They (the detectives) told me 
to go across the street and get her (Mamie Sanders). I went 
straight across the street and got her, and sat in my house and 
talked to her. He was in there (my house) on the twenty-fourth 
ot March. He was there all ot the time. (R. p. o.) He came 

e^la\ and left on a Tuesday. lie came there (to 
my house) on Tuesday March twenty-first and left there on Tues¬ 
day March twenty-eight. During those days he was in my house, 
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during the day he was working, but in the night he was in my 
house.. I told him where he could get a job. I said he aould 
get a job from a fellow staying in my house. I called the fellow 
from the third iloor, and he said, tomorrow, you call on this man, 
and you can go to work for him. The next morning 1 called Mr! 
Jackson down strairs, and they all went to work together, and they 
came back together in the evening. (R. p. (>.) 


Cross-examination: 

First saw Jackson on March twenty-first. Have known him 
since March twenty-first. First met him on the twenty-first day 
of March long about half past five or a quarter to six. In my house. 
He said he was looking for a room, and he came over to see about 
going to work, that he would like to go there and to get a joh, and 
that if he got a job he was going to s-ay at my house. I said that 
a fellow upstairs is working and they want men where he is. I 
charged $2.50 a week for the room. (R. p. 7). He did 

43 not have anything with him. I do not remember how he 
was dressed. I know he had on working clothes. He occu¬ 
pied the second story back room, he and another fellow by the 
name of John Brown. I do not know how he was (Brown) was 
dressed. I did not pay any attention. To tell you the truth I 
can not tell you what kind of shirt he had on, 1 did not pay much 
attention. T think he had on working shoes. Mv husband was 
piesent at the time, and he heard the conversation about the room. 
(Ti. p. 8.) I seen him (Jackson) there (my house) that evening 
when he came in, and I watched him go across the street to his sup¬ 
per. I did not have a conversation with him (Jackson) the next day 
because he worked. I called him at five o clock in the morning 
and he went away at six o clock. 1 know that he went to work 
because this fellow said that he went with him, and others said 
so too. The name of the fellow that occupied the room with Jack- 
son is John Brown. I do not see him here today. They both 
came to my house together. (R. p. 9.) They both came in and 
spoke about a room. They were friends. I did not say that the 
man who came with Jackson would give him work. I told him 
(Jackson) that the fellow T who had the third story front room would 
gi\e him some work. W hen both of them came in there (mv 
house) they said they were looking for work, and that they were 
going to stay there if they could get a job, and I called the fellow 
from the third floor. He is not here today. He is not in the 
city. He was working on the other job. 1 do not know the name 
of the contractor. I saw them that evening, and then they w'ent 
to bed. and I saw r them the next morning. I saw' them every dav 
until the twenty-eighth, and they both went away together. They 
both came there on the tw r enty-first. T talked this matter over 
with the detectives. They came there (to my house) and asked 

me if he (Jackson) had been there (R. pp. 10-11). 

44 It. w T as on a Sunday morning. I do not kn/w what date 

it was. Jackson left on a Tuesdav and the detectives w’ere 
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thorp on the following Sunday morning. T know it was the twentv- 
tirst heoause I paid my rent to the landlord on Tuesday. When 1 
|*ai<l my rent on the twenty-eighth and came hack home they were 
gone (Jackson and Brown) I pay my rent from Tuesday to 
Tuesday. I did not have any conversation with Jackson as to why he 
was in Baltimore, nor as to where he came from Mr. Palmer sent him 
around to me. (R. pp., 12-13). 


Edward Johnson. 

Direct examination: 

Live 519 Jasper street Baltimore. Wife (Mary Johnson) and 1 
live together, first saw Jackson on March twenty-first when he 
came to my house to get a room. Me stayed there one week, lie 
went to work. He would leave in the mornings about half past five. 
I saw him every evening during that period (the time he was work- 
ing). lie would ha\o his supper right over the street from where 
1 li\e, at the home of Mamie Sanders. The following Sunday after 
lie left, there was an officer and detective came over there. They 
said Red Jackson was locked up and wanted to know if he roomed 
at my house. I told them yes, that he had the hack room. I told 
then how long he remained there. (R. pp., 18-19-21-22). 

Cross-examination: 

lie came there on Tuesday March twentv-first and left on Tuesday 
March twenty-eighth. The first persons' 1 talked with about the 
(ase was the detective and officer. 1 spoke to a lawyer too. (R. pp., 
233-24). It was a ho ml half past five, between live and six o’clock 
the Tuesday Jackson came to my house. 1 never saw Jackson before 

that da\. The fellow that roomed at mv house took him out to the 
job.

Mrs. Mamie Sanders. 


Direct examination: 

Reside at 418 Jasper street Baltimore, Maryland. Knows Richard 
or Red Jackson, first met him on March twenty-first in tin* home 
of Mrs. Mary Johnson. While in Baltimore he lived at 519 Jasper 
street, lie roomed there from March twenty-first to March twentv- 
eighth. The following Sunday after left, there were some officers 
from the hcad-cpiaiters here in Washington that w*ere over there to 
find out something about this man Jackson. Mrs. Johnson called 
me and asked me if I would come over to her house and testify about 
this man about having his meals in my house. He took his meals 
in m\ house. (R. p. 33). I went over to Mrs. Johnson’s home 
and saw two men. They asked me if I knew this fellow. I said ves, I 
know his face, and I know him by short acquaintance. The* man 
I am talking about I see him in this room (indicating the petitioner 
Jackson). They asked me if 1 knew this fellow. 1 said ves. Well 
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where did he live? T said at Mrs. Johnson’s. He said Jackson said 
that you know him and gave your address too. I told him my name 
was Mamie Sanders. lie wrote that down. He asked me if Jackson 
brought any package in the room with him. 1 said I didn’t see any. 
1 hey asked me about the dates. I said he came there on the twenty- 
nrst. They asked me how long he remained there and I tdd them. 
In the evening of the twenty-third day of March he was in my house 
at between a quarter to seven, he was sitting at my table eating his 
supper. He left there about quarter after, and went to Mrs. John¬ 
son s house. I went to the window and saw him sitting over there. 
(R. pp., 34-35). I do not know how long he remained there, I 
only went to the window and saw him sitting on the steps. I saw 
him after that that evening about seven-thirty. I saw him the 

next day. He took his meals at my house every evening for four 
days. (R. p. 36). 

46 Cross-examination : 

I remember the twenty-first of March, because the day before 
my rent cvas due and I paid it the twenty-first. You paid it on the 
twenty-third? A es. I pay my rent once a month. I always pay it 
the day after it was due. Jackson never stayed at m t house, he only 
ate Ins meals four evenings in the week, the twenty-second,’ twentv- 
third, twent\-fourth and twenty-fifth. I did not say that I onlv saw 
him on the twenty-first and twentv-third. I said that on the twentv- 
jirst I was acquainted with him, that Mrs. Johnson called me to her 
house. I had lived in W ashington about six years ago, and this bov, 
she wanted me to find out whether I knew him or not. This con¬ 
versation took place on the twenty-first, it was round about six or 
a little after, about the time he got in Baltimore. It took place at 
Mrs. Johnson’s house 519 Jasper street. I was not there when he 
came. When T arrived at Mrs. Johnsons house, I saw him (Jack- 
son), Mr. .Johnson and another gentleman that was rooming in the 
home. (R. pp., 3/-38-39). I can not remember if Air. Smith was 
there oi not. Theie was a Air. Smith living at Airs. Johnson s in 
the month, I do not know exactly the time. I think that he w’ent 
out on the job with this fellow’. He might have been there but I 
did not see him at that time. I saw him (Jackson) about nine 
o’clock that evening. I saw Frank Smith going in at nine o’clock 
also. I did not see anybody else after nine o’clock. I know’ Frank 
Smith and he was at the home of Airs. Johnson’s that evening 
(R. pp., 40-41-42). h ' 

Augustus Palmer. 


Direct examination: 

Live at 609 Jasper street, Baltimore, Maryland. Have been livim* 
there since 1921. Work for a Mr. C. Walter Tovell, contractor and 
builder. Know’s Jackson, the petitioner. First met him on March 
twenty-second, 1922, in Baltimore, Alarvland. (R. pp., 43 . 
44). 1 ’ 

4—3979a 
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4< Met him on the job in Guilford, which is on the outskirts 

of Baltimore. I saw him on the twenty-third of March. I 
worked with him all day of the twenty-third of March. 1 first saw 
him on the twenty-third about quarter after seven, on the job. I 
saw him in the afternoon when he left his work. He and I and 
another fellow with him caught the Guilford ear and transferred to 
Center and Charles street and got the Monument street ear and 
earn© up town and he gets off at Howard and Lexington street, 
and I said I am going to the market to get something to eat. Where 
1 live is in the next block from Jackson. I live in the six hundred 
block and he lived in the five hundred block Jasper street. I saw 
him again that evening on the corner of New and Jasper street. I 
?een him on the job the next morning. I started to work for the 
company on the twenty-first of March, and I met Jackson on the 
following day March twenty-second. 

Cross-examination: 

I was working, digging in the cellar out at Guilford. My foreman 
was Mr. Max’ brother. About nine men were working on the job. 

I did not know all of the men. I knew Jackson, Jackson’s friend and 
another little gentleman, who stayed at Mrs. Johnson’s. 1 first meat 
Jackson on March twenty-se-nd about quarter after seven, we go to 
work at half past seven, and I worked with Jackson all day. We left 
work at four o’clock. The twenty-first was on a Tuesday. T went to 
work the same time on the twenty-first that 1 did on the twentv-sec- 
ond. Mrs. Johnson lives in one block and 1 live in another. 1 know 
both Mr. Johnson and Mrs. Sanders. I am a friend of her too. I ap¬ 
plied to Mr. Max to get this job. 1 applied at Guilford, I was out 
hunting for work. 1 applied to Mr. Max and to Mr. Max’ brother, 
that was on a Monday. 1 <1 id not know about the job. On the out¬ 
side of the town you find most of the builders. On the twenty-first he 
hired five men and 1 was one of the five. (R. pp„ 44-45-56- 
48 47-48-49.) I saw Jackson on the twenty-second of March. I 

heard him ask the man if they wanted any more me-, and he 
told him yes, go ahead on the work. That was the second day I was 
on the job. Jackson had on a pair of Khaki pants, a brown shirt, 
if I am not mistaken I do not know what kind of shoes he had on. 
Jackson was on the job three days and a half. He quit work on 
Saturday at half past eleven. He did not work anytime after that. 
(R. pp., 50-51.) 

Max E. Robertson. 

Direct examination: 

Reside at 889 Thirty-fifth street Baltimore. Superintendent for 
G. Walter Tovell, contractor and builder. 1 came to Washington 
voluntarily to identify Jackson. Witness identified a paper handed 
him as a weekly time report. Witness identified Augustus Palmer 
as having worked for G. Walter Tovell. Jackson worked for our 
company on March 22, 23, *24, and up until eleven thirtv of the 
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twenty-fifth I saw him while lie was at work. He was working 
out at Guilford. r l he weekly time report shows what days every 
man works Jackson is on here as having worked Thursday, Fridav 
and Saturday. Eight hours on Thursday the twenty-third eight 
hours on Friday the twenty-fourth and four hours on Saturday the 
twenty-fifth. The twenty-second is on another sheet. It shows 
that Jackson worked on Wednesday March the twenty-second. 

Cross-examination : 


The time report is in the hand writing of Thomas Edgar Robert¬ 
son, who is my brother. He was the foreman on the job He was 
the immediate foreman in charge of Jackson. He is in Richmond 
now. 1 was on the job and saw Jackson working. Without look¬ 
ing at the paper I think I can say what days he worked. I did not 
consult the original records of the company. I was not on the job 
a f a\, lj ll t_at the time^ 1 was on the job I saw Jackson working. 
( h. pp.. 00-04-55-5(3-57-58.) Witness further testified that he could 
not ot Ins own knowledge, swear that on the 22nd, 23rd, 24th and 
2 ->th Red Jackson was an employee of his company on this partic¬ 
ular job, without refreshing his memory by having looked at the 
time report exhibited to him (R. GO) whereupon counsel for the 
government moved to strike out the testimony of this witness upon 
the ground that the paper was not in the handwriting of the witness 
and was in fact compiled by someone else who was not pres¬ 
ent to testily to it, but, the Court denied the motion of Mr. 

1 [esmont to strike from the record the paper indentified bv 
Max E Robertson as the weekly time report. (R. p. GO) and al¬ 
lowed the government an exception which was duly noted upon the 
minutes of the court (R. GO) . 


Richard Jackson. 

Direct examination: 

Went to Baltimore, on March twenty-first. Went there with a 
man by the name ot Brown. We left Virginia on the twentv-first, 
went to my brother's house and then went to Baltimore Mr. Whitley's 
little boy carried me around to the house where I stopped. I knew 
Mr. Whitley. I roomed with him at 423 New Street in Baltimore. 
\\ hen I went to Baltimore I went to Mrs. Johnson’s house. I had 
on a pair of Khaki overalls and a pair of white canvas shoes, a cap 
and this shirt and a black overcoat. I was arrested at the Aqueduct 
Bridge. The things I had on are now at the jail. The pants are 
at my brother’s home. 1 sent them to his house from No. 7 Precinct 
and I changed a pair of Khaki pants. I went to work in Baltimore 
tor Mr. Max, the superintendent that was just in the chair. 1 went 
to work on March twenty-second, at Guilford a west suburb of Balti¬ 
more. My hours tor working were from seven-thirty in the morning 
until foui o (*lock in the afternoon. I worked all day on the twenty- 
second and the twenty-third of March. Palmer and Brown left the 
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work with me. We came to Baltimore from the work on the street 
ear. It took us about three quarters of an hour to get from Guilford 
to Baltimore. 1 come on to Mrs. Johnson’s house washed my face 
and hands and went across the street to Mi's. Sanders for my supper. 
After supper I remained at Mrs. Sanders about three quarters of an 
hour and then came back to Mrs. Johnson’s. I sat down on the steps 
awhile and I talked and smoked. That night 1 remained at Mrs. 
Johnson s house. When I was arrested 1 was going up to Chain 
Bridge. (K. pp., 61-02-63-64-05.) 

Cross-exam in at ion. 


Bv Mr. Farr: 


Jackson, have you ever seen me before? Yes. I saw you at the 
headquarters in Inspector Grant’s Office. 

50 I was out in Fairfax County. Virginia doing work. I do 

not know exactly when it was. but I went up there in March 
of this year. I only had one pay day. I was there one day at the 
Camp, at Mr. Morgan’s camp near Great Falls. I got oil at White 
Chapel Station, which is about (2) miles from the camp. I left 
there on March twenty-first. I left there on March twenty-first and 


went to Baltimore, and I rented a room on the twenty-first. I did 
not make a memorandum of the date 1 went to Baltimore, I remem- 

^t. it. flii the day I left the Camp, with 
Brown, I worked only one hour and a half that morning. While 
1 was working for Mr. Johnson I stopped at the Camp down in the 
woods by the road ( R. 67). When I left the Camp, before noon on 
Mareh 21st (R. 68) I came to Washington, to my brother’s house, 
and then I went to Baltimore on the twenty-first. I told Inspector 
Grant in the presence of the Sheriff that I left the road camp there 
on the twenty-first. I did not say that I spent the night at my 
brother’s house. I said I left there on the twenty-first and went to 
Baltimore. I saw Mr. Loughlin at the Senventh Precinct in this 
City, and he asked me where I had been. He questioned me about 
stealing picks and shovel off of the job in Virginia, when I had been 
working there and I would make no answer (R. 70). I told him I 
left Virginia and came to Washington. 1 did not tell him that I had 
been in Baltimore because ( R. 70). He did not ask me if I had l>een 
to Baltimore. I did not tell Mr. Kerwin and Mr. Coughlin that I 
spent all of the time between the time I left the camp to the time 
of my arrest in the City of Washington. I did not deny to him that 
1 had been in Baltimoie City. I did not deny that I had ever been in 
Baltimore City in my life. I did not tell him that I did not know 
anybody in Baltimore. I did not tell him that I spent Wednesday 
night when I came to Washington at a house on twenty-fifth street. 
I came to Washington, went to my brothers house and then went to 
Baltimore. I did not say to Mr. Loughlin that I spent every night in 
Washington from the prior Tuesday of the week of my arrest and 
that I had spent every night in Washington Citv from that time up 
until I was arrested (R. pp. 65-66-67-68-69-70-71.) 
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51 Witness told Mr. Farr that the shoes he wore he threw 

away and bought a pair at the commissary (R., 72); that he 
never carried any shoes to his brother’s house in Washington; that 
Mr. Johnson owed him for one hour and a half's work when lie 
left Virginia (R., 73); that he did not tell the foreman that he 
was going to leave camp that day; that he came away with Brown 
who paid his fare to Baltimore; that he did not have any money at 
all when he left the Road camp (R., 73). 

Clifton R. Laughlin. 


Justice of the Peace, Fairfax County, State of Virginia. Knows 
Jackson by sight. Identified Jackson in court. After Jackson's ar¬ 
rest, interviewed him at the Seventh Precinct, City of Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. on the Wednesday following his arrest. Mr. Crounse, 
an attorney from Alexandria was present. Asked Jackson as to his 
whereabouts after the commission of the the crime, particularly 
about Baltimore. Jackson positively stated that he had not been 
in Baltimore. Went on to state where he had been each night after 
the date of his arrest (1\., 78). Gave different addresses here in 
Washington, and on two occasions he had been back in Virginia. 
Never stayed two nights in the same place. Gave different addresses 
for each night (1L, pp. 77-78). 


John Taylor. 


Lived in Virginia in the month of March. Knows a man by the 
name of Red Jackson. He was working for the same man I was 
working for, but he le-t there. Pointed out Jackson in court. 
Knows Miss Agnes Hawkins. When Miss Hawkens was assaulted, 
I was working for her near neighbor Mr. Lallis. Me and a white 
man was grubbing to plant potatoes. When about 12 o'clock come 
he come paunt through the pines. He had his hat down. He had 
his hat down over his eyes, that Jackson there and before I got done 
eating, he came back up through the pines again (R..3). It was 
the same day Miss Hawkins was assaulted, so the white man told 
me. Saw Miss Hawkins every day more or less. Rememliers hav¬ 
ing an occasion to use a shovel, got it from Jackson, and l took it 
up to the place they whiskey at. When I got the shovel 1 went 
to Miss Hawkins. He sot around there a little while and he went 
on away. Testimony taken June 0 (R., pp. 1-9). At the 
52 time I was doi/ng work for the man who lives next to Miss 
Hawkins’ property. I saw Jackson around there one day. 
1 do not — what day it was. I saw him go into the pines. He 
came right down the road, a road between two houses, he went right 
down the road and went to a place they called to get speakeasy. 
Never gave the shovel back to Jackson. That was the first day I 
saw Jackson around the Hawkins’ property. Witness was asked if 
he ever knew of Miss Hawkins l>eing attacked and replied (R., 8) 
I was working right there the day and the next morning when I 
came to work, Mr. Lally told me about it, (the assault on Miss 
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Hawkins), that is all I know about it. After I learned about Miss 
Hawkins being assaulted I never saw Jackson any more. Witness 
was shown a paper and testified that he touched a pen. 

Cross-examination: 

Do not know what is in the affidavit, I only touched the pen. 
Denied telling Sam Dade that he never got the shovel from Jackson. 
Witness was asked how long before this thing happened was it that 
he borrowed the shovel and replied, it was not a week, but it was 
more than 1 day (R., P>). On the day the assault occurred Jackson 
conies through the pines right between the two houses, a lane to 
strike Mr. Pally s house and Miss Hawkins’ house, going right on 
down toward the speakeasy. That was the day this thing happened. 

1 hat was long about noon, we were eating lunch. Mr. Lallv said to 
me. M iddy I believe that is a white man. I said no, you never 
seed a white man walk like that, and he loft. 1 suppose he was 
about fifty yards from me. I was sitting on a pine stump eating my 
lunch. lie passed light on down to the lane. I am sure it was 
this man (Jackson). I am sure it was the same day Miss Hawkins 
was assaulted. 5 es. I said I don t know what day it was exactly 
what day it was. I wasn t keeping run of the days, and 1 don’t know 
now ( R.. pp. 0-20).

Ceieford Grant. 


hemembers a conference held in his office at which were present 
Miss Hawkins, Mr. Paul E. I.esli, personal counsel for Miss Hawkins, 
Sheriff Allison Assistant Commonwealth Attorney Wilson Farr and 
Constable Payne. Jackson was there. Miss Hawkins was not pres¬ 
ent during the conversation, she was brought in for about a minute. 
Did not hear Miss Hawkins say anything. She did not say anvthing 
to me. 1 think she said something to the Yirgina authorities. Miss 
Hawkins said: He (Jackson) looked like the man. She could al¬ 
most swear he was the man. I think she said: she could not identify 
him. she could not be positive he was the man. Everything showc I 
him to be the man ( P. 4). We got a report and were asked to look 
out for Red Jackson. She (Miss Hawkins) said: she would not he 
certain he (Jackson) was the man she did not say anything about his 
height. She had us turn him around so she could get a good look 
at him, at his profile. I did not send any of mv men to Baltimore. 
I gave a statement of his alibi to the Baltimore Police Department, 
and detective Murphy visited the witnesses whose names I gave him. 
and he reported to me that the man (Jackson) had been in these 
houses as was stated. These were the names given me bv Red 
Jackson, to my office. Detective Murphy reported that lie inter¬ 
viewed the people, who said that Jackson came there on March 21 
and left there March 28, George Whittemore also interviewed said 
that Jackson came to Baltimore on the 21 and stayed there for one 
week. That was his report after 1 had given him the contents of 
Jackson’s statement. 
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Cross-examination: 

Jackson was taken into custody by the officers of No. 7 Precinct, 
at the Great Falls station. The conversation 1 speak of was several 
days after Jackson’s arrest. I do not know what Miss Hawkins was 
asked to do (Tes. June 15; It., pp. 1-11). She came, I heard 
54 she was there. She looked and asked that he (Jackson) he 
turned around side view, and she went out, she did not say 
a word in the office there. I followed out immediately, I was anxious 
to know if she had identified the man or not. I did not stay during 
the entire conversation between Miss Hawkins and Mr. Farr. 

Wilson Farr. 

Assistant Commonwealth Attorney Fairfax Couilty, Virginia. 
Knows Miss Hawkins personally. Was present at the conference 
held in the otfice of Chief of Detective- Clifford Grant. Saw Jackson 
on that occasion. Jackson was recjnested to stand and turn in differ¬ 
ent ways. Do not recall hearing Miss Hawkins say she could not 
identify him. She never said that to anyone in my hearing. 

James Allison. 

Was at the conference held in the office of Inspector Grant at the 
District Building. Did not hear Miss Hawkins say anything on that 
occasion as to whether or not Jacksan was the man. I had no con¬ 
versation at all with her after she viewed Jackson. 

Beulah Day. 


Lives right the other side Miss Hawkins. Know her very well. 
Was in the house talking to Miss Hawkins the day after this thing 
was done. I said good morning Miss Hawkins, what on earth has 
happened? She said: “It is ridiculous, Beulah, but somebody made 
a rape on me;” said “I wish Sam had been there,” “I know he would 
have killed the skunk.’’

BRIEF ON BEHALF OF APPELLANT 


STATEMENT OF THE CASE 

This is an appeal from an order of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia, dismissing appellant’s petition; 
discharging a writ of habeas corpus and remanding appel¬ 
lant to the custody of the respondent. 

Appellant was arrested in the City of Washington, Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, on or about the 28th day of the month 
of March A. D. 1922, and held for the authorities of the 
State of Virginia, to stand trial for the alleged offenses of 
Housebreaking and Rape. 

The application for requisition and the warrant of ar¬ 
rest for the alleged Housebreaking allege neither the month 
nor date. (R. pp. 10-12.) 







I'he date alleged in the warrant of arrest for the alleged 
Rape—is March 23rd A. D. 1923. (R. p. 14.) 

After the arrest of appellant as aforesaid, requisition 
was made by the Governor of the State of Virginia, upon 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia, for the return of appellant to the jurisdiction of 
the State of Virginia. 

The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, after a hearing upon said requisition, issued 
a warrant of removal, and appellant was remanded to the 
custody of the l nited States Marshal in and for the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

While in the custody of the Marshal in and for the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia for the purpose of being turned over to 
the agent of the commonwealth of the State of Virginia, a 
writ of habeas corpus was sued out of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia to test the validity of his deten¬ 
tion. After a hearing, it was adjudged that he was legally 
held, and lie was remanded to the custody of the respond¬ 
ent. 


ASSIGNMENTS OF ERROR 

( 1 ) The Court erred in dismissing petition and discharg¬ 
ing the writ of habeas corpus. 

(2) I'lie Court erred in holding that appellant was not 
entitled to his release upon a full hearing of his petition. 


ARGUMENT 

I here is but one question open for investigation, namely, 
whether or not accused was in the State where the crime 
was alleged to have been committed at the time the alleged 
crime was committed. 

As to the alleged offense of Housebreaking; appellant is 
rendered powerless to interpose any defense, because he is 
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not informed as to the month nor the date of the alleged 
offense, and it » apparent from the record that there was no

person detaining him. “to show that he was a fugitive from 



justice by producing evidence that he was in the State at 
the time charged in the indictment, or to prove that said date 
had been erroneously charged and could be carried back to 
the necessary time. 

Fugivity is an affirmative averment; it is the basic ele¬ 
ment upon which requisition is made and extradition 
sought; proof of which becomes the matter of highest mo¬ 
ment, before there can be a surrender of the person de¬ 
manded to the demanding State. Appellant relies upon the 
decision of this Court in Levy vs. Splain, 50 App. D. C. 
31-33. 

There is positive testimony in this case showing that ap¬ 
pellant was not within the jurisdiction of the demanding 
State- at the time of the commission of the alleged offense. 

The testimony adduced on behalf of appellant at the hear¬ 
ing shows that, appellant arrived in the City of Baltimore, 
'State of Maryl^uyl, on the twenty-first day of March A. D. 
1922; tKwfrhe ’ went to work on the morning of March 
twenty-second A. I). 1922, and continued to work until Sat¬ 
urday. March twenty-fifth A. I). 1922. All of which will 
appear on record pages 22 to 32 inclusive. 

It is of moment to note, that the victim of the alleged 
Rape was not called as a witness in the hearing of appel¬ 
lant’s said petition, and it is respectfully submitted, that 
she of all persons was the one who could have testified as 
to the presence of appellant in the State at the time of the 
commission of the alleged offense of Rape. 

No reason is disclosed in the record why the victim of 
the alleged Rape was not called as a witness. 

For the reasons herein set forth, it is respectfully sub¬ 
mitted that the judgment of the Court below should be 
reversed.
